The 
fourteen men fought until their last 
oartrldge was fired. Then they wore 
bverpowerad and killed. 

The tittle detachment of federals un¬ 
der tbe command ot Ma>or Oumjardo 
had been left to garrieon the tosrn. 

When the^ 
rebels attacked them the federal sol-' 
diera, although they had no h<^ of 
victory. Ignored the offer of the rebel 
commander to spare their lives and 
decided to fight to the end.
